WOULD HAVE SUPERVISION OF BETTING. 

The Manpiis of Queensbury, who became a member 
of the sporting staff of the Chicago Tribune, seems 
to be in perfect accord with the ideas entertained 
by many broad-minded Americans as to the proper 
manner of dealing with the subject of betting on 
the race tracks. •Unfortunately, American political 
leaders appear to lack the courage or wisdom re- 
quired for imttlng into effect such legislation as the 
Maniuis proposes in an article recently published in 
the Tribune over his signature, from which the fol- 
lowing exeer])ts an? taken. 

•’It seems to be a laipular impression that sport 
must necessarily 1 m> associated with gamldiug. 'This 
is not so. Gambling is not by any means necessary 
to sport, and many s|S)rtsmen and prominent own- 
ers of race horses never made a last in their lives, 
and follow sport in all its brandies for the pure love 
of the game. 

“Of course, in racing it is practically impossible 
to eliminate gambling entirely, or rather the back- 
ing of horses to win. Racing is a business the same as 
any otlier tnisiness, and owners in many eases must 
make their staliles pay. And for the life of me I 
cannot see the differeiiee between your money on an 
animal that has cost you an enormous lot of 
money to rear ami train and Imyiiig a large amount 
of mining stock in someone else’s mine, or, for that 
matter, of that insuring risks on lives and ships. 

“After all, in (ilaiu English, an insurauce com- 
pany gambles on life and risks on a business basis 
just the same as the owner of a Elerby horse puts 
money on his horse in the hope of its winning and 
recouping him for some of ids outlay. 

“1 think France has got betting down to its proper 
level. The totalization system there is absolutely 
perfect. No one can luirt himself, as every bet 
must be made in ready money, and you bet with the 
goveniinent. so your money is safe. A certain per- 
centage of the gross receipts is devoted to charit- 
alde institutions and tlie balance given to the ad- 
vaiieemeiit of seientific horse breeding. 

“In England there is a large amount of betting 
on football matches, Iiut it is strictly illegal and 
mostly conducted from agencies in Holland or 
.Switzerland. I altogether disapprove of Ijetting on 
football and similarly on baseball. On the latter 
game I understand there is little la'tting. 

“But the idaiii fact is that people will gamble on 
some form or anotlier. if they can’t bet on horses 
they will bet on wheat or oats or coal or bogs, and 
where is the difference V I think what a government 
ought to do is to legalize it in some form, as it is 
done in France, and then half the evils are swept 
away. 

“In Italy public gaming ig conducted by the gov- 
ernment in every department in the form of weekly 
lotteries, iterfeetly fair and perft*etly managed, so 
tliat the poorer classt;s can have their little gamble 
of a sum as low as, I I)elievo, even 10 cents, and 
yet have a chance of winning quite a large sum.”
